HONGKONG. Oct. t.—The British

. WASHINGTON. Oct. i—Several 
important dispatches were received to- 
ilay from China.

From Canton. Consul McWade reports 
the issue ot the decree punishing Tuan 
and hi» colleagues, so that there is no 
longer doubt as lo the accuracy ot 
Shcng's statement on that point. Mr. 
Conger also received official notifica- 
tion of the Chinese Peace Commission, 
which was forecasted by Minister Wu's 
advices several days ago. Mr. Conger 
made no reference to the condemnatory 
clccref, hence it is inferred that it -was 
not issued when his dispatch was sent 
last Thursday.

With both gas jets turned on at full 


force, windows and doors closed and 
her room filled with suffocating illu- 
ntinant, MKs Cora May 
Langley, a 


young lady -ixtecn years old, was found 
dc;id in her bed at 9.56 Willow street this 
morning. 


The deceased retired at 9:30 o'clock 


last night in her usual cheerful and 
hglit-hcarted mood. 


At 8-30 this morning her aunt, Mrs. 


F. N. Starratt, could not arouse her and 
noticing an odor of gas called in an ex- 
pressman named Dixon and explained 
to him the situation.' She feared that 
her niece had not turned off the gas 
properly and might be uncon»cioiis. 


DOOR BROKE OPEN. 


Dixon burst open 
tin- door and 


found things as described. The girl haii 
retired after closing window* and the 
door and turning on the jets of her 
chandelier. 


The unfortunate young woman made 


her home with her aunt. Her mother 
has been dead for some time and her 
father, F. W. Langley, is in Nome. She 
was a bright, vivacious and attractive 
voting girl, always light-hearted and, 
so far as known, there WMS absolutely 
no cause for her act. 


Dr 
Wilks wns hastily summoned, 


but life had been extinct for several 
hours. At the request of the family the 
body wi« permitted to remain at the 
,iouse, where the inquc:: uifi'be held. 


UNCLE'S STORY. 


Mr. F. S. Stan-art, the uncle of the 


Kirl. when seen by a reporter, made 
this statement: 


"Miss May was in the best of spirits

There was nothing in her behavior to 
indicate that <lie intended taking her 
hie 


"I arose as usual this morning about 


7 o'clock and went to wor'c 
Mrs. Star- 


pit, the >oung girl's aunt, was not feel- 
ing well and so did not grt up until q 
o'clock. She noticed when site opened 
her door the odor of gas and traced it 
to Maj's room. The door wa*. locked 
and so Mrs. Starratt procured a step 
ladder and looked through .he transom. 


"She snvv the dead girl in bed, look- 


ing as if she, were asleep. Thoroughly 
alarmed, Mrs. Starratt callid on an ex- 
pressman who was close at hand to 
break in the door. 
It was then that 


her worst fears were realized. 


XO LETTERS. 


"There was nothing which made the 


death seem other than purely accidental. 
Not a letter was left, not even a line, 
to give the cause. The sirl'» effects 
have been thoroughly examined, but 
with nothing to reward the searchers. 


"The gas fixture in the girl's room 


was very lo^se. It was of the old kind, 
having only one stop. Tliis morning 
the jet was found partially turned on. 
and from this the gas was escaping. The 
fixture was not otherwise defective." 


_Mrs. Stnrratt, the aunt of the dead 


girl, who, as was stated, was not feeling 
well, is now completely prostrated oxer 
the sad accident. 


What makes the death particularly 


sad it that the dead girl's father, who 
is now at Cape Nome, is expected to 
return home soon.

STRIKING MINERS 


Will Not Return to Work .Until the Union 


Is Recognized and all Grievances 


Are Adjusted. 


HAZELTON, Pa., Oct. i.—Presi- 


dent Mitchell at noon today said: 


"The strike is practically 
complete 


and there will be no resumption of uork 
without fncre first being a convention 
reprcscnrini?-every colliery in the an- 
thracite field. The prediction made >ei- 
tcrday that no attention would be paid 
to the notices posted by the Reading 
Company conceding a lo per cent ad- 
vance hi* proved true. 


"Our reports from the Panther Creek 


Valley indicate that thi» heretofore im- 
pregnable portion oi the anthracite re- 
gion has declared its intention of im- 
pending operations at once. 


"Accompanied by the Mat onal Board 


members 1 shall go to Wilkcf-bme to- 
morrow lo attend a great labor demon- 
stration which will be participated in 
by fully 25.000 men." 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. i —Accord- 


ing to the official report of General Su- 
perintendent Ltivher lo President Har- 
ris this morning, but seven of the thirty- 
nine collieries operated by the Reading 
Company started up this morning. ThU 
indicates that in spue of the offer of an 
advance in wages of 10 per cent, the 
company is working five less mine* to- 
day than on Saturday. The seven still 
working are none of them very large 
operations. Some of these arc short 
handed. 


HAZELTOX. Pa.. Oct. i.—Another 


march with the Calvin Pardcc collieries 
at Pardccville, five miles from here, as 
the objective point, took place early to- 
day. About ,po sinking miners from 
Freeland started for Lanitmr, and a

They also covered all the roads leading 
from surrounding towns to 
Lattimer. 


The sinkers claim they succeeded in 
getting nearly.400 men to quit, but the 
company officials say they did not lose 
anywhere near that number. Sheriff 
Harvey of Luzerne county arrived at 
Lattimer just as the mine vvhistleslilcvv 
for the -starting of work at 7 o'clock. He 
found nothing to do. however, as all the 
men were conducting themselves in an 
orderly manner. After starting time the 
strikers again 
•formed in 
line 
and 


marched through the to-»n, after which 
they dispersed. 


All was reported quiet in the Pamhcr 


Crock Valley this morning.'About fifty 
stnkers who went to that place ycsttr- 
diy from McAdoo and Janciville re- 
mained there over night for the purpose 
oi tr>ing to get the 2jo men working 
at the collieries in the vallej to' quit, 
but reports from that locality say that 
all the coll'erics arc working the same 
force as yesterday. No uoops were 
sent there, but Sheriff Toolc of Schu>l- 
kill county had deputies on watch. Re-

throughout the Hazelton district silo*- 
tliat practically the same number of men 
were working as on Saturday, excepting 
at Lattimer. The only colliery where

In a fit oi dc«pondcncy due to ill- 


healih, William James Wills, a pros' 
pcrous and well-known farmer of Irv 
inglon, ended his life with carbolic acid 
Saturday night. 


Mr. Wills had been failing for sonic 


months, felt that he could never recover 
and had ofien talked of taking liis own 
life to end his misery. Saturday night 
at 10 o'clock he secured a large bottle 
of carbolic acid, po'urcd a quantity in a 
glass partially filled with \vatcr and 
drank it. 


A few minutes after taking the poison 


he called wife, son and cLut>htcr and 
told them \v1iat he had done. Mrs 
Wills and her ton administered home 
remedies to counteract the etTc:t oi the 
ponon, a.id the dau^h.cr was Mint thrct. 
miles to Imngton for a physician. It 
was 12:30 o'c.iKk jisterd.iy morning 
when the sufferer died m agony, and it 
was some time before the physician ar- 
rived. 


Decedent was a native oi Australia, 


ob years of age, and had lived in Ala- 
meda county many years. He leavs a 
widow and two uulilrcii. 


The body was removed to Ccntervillc 


jeMerday, where an inquest will be held 
this evening.
